Faith Simply Accepts Salva- 
tion Already Offered 


Chalmers, the great Scotch 
preacher, in a letter to a friend, 
made plain what, believing on 
Christ means: 

I must say that I never had 
so close and satisfactory a view 
of the gospel salvation as when 
I have been led to contemplate 
it in the light of a simple offer 
gn the one side, and a simple ac- 
ceptance on the other. It is just 
saying to one and all of usg There 
is forgiveness through the Wlood 
of my Son: Take it, and whoever 
believes the reality of the offer 
takes it... 


We are apt to stagger at the 
greatness of the unmerited offer 
and cannot attach faith to it till 
we have made up some title of our 
own. This leads to two mischievous 
consequences: It keeps alive the 
presumption of one class who will 
still be thinking that it is some- 
thing in themselves and of them- 
selves which confers upon them 
a right of salvation;. and it con- 
firms the melancholy of another 
class, who look into their own 
hearts and their own lives, and 
find that they cannot make out a 
shadow of a title to the divine 
favor. The error of both lies in 
their looking to themselves when 
they should be looking to the 
Saviour. “Look unto me and be 
ye saved, all the ends of the 
earth” (Isa. 45:22). 

The Son of man was so lifted 
up that whosoever believeth in 
him should not perish, but have 
everlasting life (John 3:14, 15). 
It is your part simply to lay hold 
of the proffered boon. You are in- 
vited to do so; and you are en- 
treated todo so; nay, what is more, 
you are commanded to do so. 

It is true, you are unworthy, 
and without holiness no man can 
see God; but be not afraid, only 
believe. You cannot get holiness 
of yourself, but Christ has under- 
taken to provide it for you. It 


is one of those spiritual blessings 
of which He has the dispensation, 
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and which He has promised to 
all who believe in Him. God has 
promised that with His Son He 
will freely give you all things 
(Rom. 8:32); that He will walk 
in you and dwell in you (II Cor. 
6:16); that He will purify your 
heart by faith (Acts 15:9); that 
He will put His law in your mind 
and write it in your heart (Heb. 
8:10). 

These are the effects of your 
believing in Christ, and not the 
services by which you become en- 
titled to believe in Him. Make a 
clear outset in the business, and 
understand that your first step is 
simply confiding acceptance of an 
offer that is most free, most 
frank, most generous, and most 
unconditional.

All summer long I have been, 
enjoying the luxury of sitting 
down to meals I didn’t help pre- 
pare, and then leaving the dishes 
for someone else to wash! That 
has heen one of the pleasant as- 
pects of spending the summer 
working with boys and girls at a 
Christian camp. 

Contrary to the general reputa- 
tion of camp food, ours has been 
delicious and plentiful. The corn- 
on-the-cob, fresh garden tomatoes, 
hot homemade rolls with butter— 
all have been wonderful. It. is 
amazing how one’s’ appetite 
increases under the influence of 
exercise, fresh air and the sight 
of a hundred or so hungry boys 
and girls sitting down to dinner. 
Mrs. Freer, the cook, has a way of 
working magic with the breakfast 
pancakes and the Sunday fried 
chicken, and the crumb cake, too, 
but even the ordinary cold cereal 
and Kool-Aid (more commonly 
known in camp circles as “bug 
juice’) tastes better when served 
in an atmosphere of laughter and 
fellowship and sunshine. Skinny, 
picky little boys and finicky little 
girls who won't touch a vegetable 
at home are sometimes seen at 
camp gobbling large quantities of 
canned peas and other commer- 
cially. prepared vegetables. How 
many a mother who has sighed 
and worked over the poor eating 
habits of her Johnny or Jane 
would be delighted if she could 
see how well her children eat at 
camp. 


Of course we work a little at 
helping the boys and girls to like 
good food. No matter how much 
extra money a child brings to 
camp, he is allowed to spend only 
a certain amount each day at the 
snack shack and only at certain 
specific hours. Younger boys and 
girls are required to taste a little 
of each item served in the dining 
hall whether they think they will 
like it or not. At the end of each 
meal every milk glass must be 
drained right to the bottom. 


But aside from the good food 
and exercise and fresh air, the 
thing that really makes eating so 
much fun is that we do it together. 
The taste of the food is always 
improved by the laughter and the 
songs and jokes that always go 
with a camp meal. Even the worn- 
out custom of making some coun- 
sellor skip around the dining hall 
to the tune of “The old gray 


mare; she ain’t what she used to 
be, etc.” makes mealtime more 
fun. 


I kave a great deal of sympathy 
for people who have to eat all 
their meals in solitude, -or in the 
company of others who do not 
enjoy company while they eat. 
Having meals with people, even 
little people who often have to be 
reminded of their manners, must 
certainly be a great deal more 
enjoyable than eating alone, with 
no smiles, no laughter, no pleasant 
conversation. The best food in the

The reverse is true, as well, 
Christians who think they are so 
strong that they do not need the 
constant encouragement and 
blessing of fellowship with others 
who love, the Lord soon find that 
they no longer hunger for spiritual 
food and spiritual fellowship. They, 
become puny, sickly Christians 


without any appetite for thd 
precious Bread of Life.

Funeral 


At Spurgeon’s funeral, 
A. G. Brown said— 

“Beloved President, faithful Pas-« 
tor, Prince of Preachers, Brother 
Beloved, Dear Spurgeon — We 
bid thee not ‘farewell,’ but only 
for a little while ‘good-night.’ ‘Thou 
shalt rise soon, at the first dawn 
of the resurrection day of the re- 
deemed.

It is we 
who linger in the darkness; thou 
art in God’s own light, Our night, 
too, shall soon be past, and with it 
all our weeping.

socialism Will Ruin America

On this page we quote one 
editorial from the Saturday Eve- 
ning Post and two from the Chi- 
cago Daily Tribune. 

America is cursed with a plague 
of crecping socialism, otherwise 
called “the welfare state,” ‘the 
New Deal,” etc. President Frank- 
lin D. Roosevelt openly set out 
to “redistribute the wealth” as 
he said. That is, he set out to do 
by law what everyone knows is 
immoral if done by others. He set 
Out to take away from people who 
earn money a larger proportion 
of their income and to give it 
to people who do not earn it. He 
Set out to see that the man who 
works hard does not have any 
more money than the loafer. He 
set out to see that the good citizen 
does not profit by being a good 
citizen. He set out to violate the 
Bible law of sowing and reaping. 
Instead of having the wealth dis- 
tributed according to what men 
earn, he set out to distribute ac- 
cording to the way the govern- 
ment wishes it to be, and to gain 
votes by that method. 


That is the heart of the doctrine 
of Karl Marx, the father of so- 
cialism and communism. (The two 
are the same in essence. They hold 
exactly the same doctrines except 
that communism seeks to over- 
throw the government by violence, 
while socialism seeks to bring 
about exactly the same state by 
a slower means.) Karl Marx said, 
“From each according to his abili- 


ty: to each according to his 
needs.” 
That is contrary to the clear 


Bible doctrine of free enterprise 
or capitalism, which made Ameri- 
ca great. Read this Bible doctrine 
of free enterprise, this doctrine 
that men should reap what they 
sow; that man should be paid ac- 
cording to their work and accord- 
ing to their merit. 

1. “Whatsoever a man soweth, 
that shall he also reap” (Gal. 
6:7). 

2. ‘‘... This we commanded you, 
that.if any would not work, neith- 
er should he eat” (II Thess. 3:10). 

3. “The Lord maketh poor, and 
maketh rich...” (I Sam. 2:7). 

Spending other people’s money 
is a great temptation. To buy the 
votes of labor or farmers, of those 
on relief, of Negroes, and of gov- 
ernment job holders with the use 
of other people’s money taken by 
excessive and unfair’ taxation 
is morally wrong. It is economical- 
ly ruinous. It breaks down the 
character of those who thus are 
taught that government or society 
owes them a living. It develops 
bureaucrats who take away the 
liberties of the people. It tends to- 
ward eventual dictatorship. It is 


a road that ends where Russia 
already is. 

To keep going in debt, to make 
debts we think we cannot pay, to 
get people accustomed to a life of 
spending beyond our means, is 
morally wrong nationally as it is 
for individuals. Here we print im- 
portant editorials. Christians must 
answer to God for the govern- 
ment’s sins for which they are 
responsible. Preachers who will 
not preach against governmental 
immorality will not preach against 
personal immorality among their 
members. Preachers who do not

teach their people to vote for 
honesty in government will not 
teach the people to pay honest 
debts privately. Preachers who are 


not against Karl Marx in the 
pulpit will never avail much 
against the infidelity, the evolu- 


tionary teaching, the anti-biblical 
viewpoint which Karl Marx pro- 
moted. 


The Bible is against socialism 
and communism. Those who are 
intelligently for socialism and 
communism are not Christians at 
all. Those who are, through ignor- 
ance, for socialism, are ignorant 
Christians, if Christians at all, not 
aware of the clear teaching of the 
Bible,

liberalism at Mount Olive Junior 
College, a Free Will Baptist 
School located at Mount Olive, 
North Carolina. He rightly pro- 
tested the dedication of the Mount 
Olive Yearbook to a Roman Catho- 
lic. To have the pastor of the 
largest Free Will Baptist church 
in the area actively opposed to 
the old, well-established denomina- 
tional college has long been a 
thorn in the side of state leaders. 
Ten years ago the Western North 
Carolina Conference had refused 
to ordain Creech mainly because 
he was a graduate of the strongly 
fundamental Free Will Baptist 
Bible College in Nashville. He then 
was ordained by Free Will Bap- 
tists in Tennessee. 


In September of last year, the 
Western Conference relieved 
Brother Creech of his ordination 
credentials and preaching rights 
because he refused to submit to 
the wishes of the state conference. 
The Edgemont Church refused to 
accept the action of the state 
group and gave their pastor an 
overwhelming vote of confidence. 


State leaders then conspired 
with a handful of disgruntled folk 
in the Edgemont Church to oppose 
the pastor. The state leaders (led 
by M. L. Johnson, treasurer of 
Mount Olive College) then took 
the matter to court to have 
Creech and the majority put out 
of the buildings. 


A key document in the court 
case was an affidavit signed by a 
number of North Carolina Free 
Will Baptist pastors claiming that 
the Free Will Baptist group 
ruled by a connectional form of 
church government in which the 
local church is not autonomous 
but subject to the dictates of the 
state Free Will Baptist conference. 
Any informed true Baptist in the 
country knows that historically 
the Baptist position is for congre- 
gational church government where 
each local church owns itS own 
property and makes its own de- 
cisions. 

The National Free Will Baptist 
Association in its annual meeting 
at Norfolk, Virginia, in July im- 
peached from national office all 
of the North Carolina men who 
had signed the unbaptistic affi- 
davit which removed the Edge- 
mont congregation from. their 
property. Included in those put 
out of office were five officials of 
Mount Olive Junior College. They 
also put the North Carolina Con- 
ference on probation until they 
repudiate their position on con- 
nectional church government. 


These are serious days for Free 
Will Baptists. If they let the North 
Carolina state group get away 
with their stealing of the Edge- 
mont Church property, it could 
form the opening wedge for the 
complete loss of all local church 
rights in the future. Now is the 
time to see that right is done by 
Brother Creech and his church.

Pray for Ronald Creech 

Christians ought to pray for 
Brother Creech and his congre- 
gation. These are trying days. 
Moving a congregation of around 
five hundred to temporary quar- 
ters is a serious matter. There is 
tremendous expense involved both 
in providing temporary quarters 
and in paying the legal costs of the 
court matters. Pray that the 
people of Edgemont will stick 
with their pastor in his crusade 
for what is right. 


This court case should be a 
warning to Baptists everywhere. 
Always there is increasing pres- 
sure from state and national Bap- 
tist groups to count blind loyalty 
to a denominational program the 
test of fellowship. When pastors 
are no longer free to oppose world- 
liness and modernism in “sacred 
cow” denominational schools, then 
Baptist independence and freedom 
are gone. This case reminds us of 
the famous Rocky Mount, North 
Carolina, case in which the state 
Baptist Convention, helped by 
Southern Baptist leaders, poured 
thousands of dollars into a court 
case in which the church property 
of a Southern Baptist church in 
Rocky Mount was awarded to the 
minority group because the majori- 
ty favored withdrawing from the 
Southern Baptist Convention. 
Leaders swore that a church was 
not a true Baptist Church if in- 
dependent. In a more recent case, 
the First Baptist Church in Wich- 
ita, Kansas, withdrew support 
from the American Baptist Con- 
vention and the American Baptists 
took them to court to try to get 
the church property. In this case, 
the majority was upheld by the 
court as being the true church 
congregation and the buildings re- 
mained with the First Baptist 
Church majority group.

sanctuary with a letter of invita- 
tion to you, with your name and 
address on it, you would not doubt 
your warrant to accept it. Well, 
here is the Bible, your invitation 
to come to Christ. It does not 
bear your name and address, but it 
Says “Whosoever’—that takes you 
in; it says “‘all’’—tthat takes you in; 
it says “if any”’—that takes you 
in. What can be surer or freer 
than that? 


Do Not Work to Believe: Sim- 
ply Turn the Matter Over 
to Christ and Rely on Him 


Equally helpful are the words 
Horatius Bonar in Words for 
the Inquiring :— 

If you object that you cannot 
believe, then this indicates that 
you are proceeding quite in a 
wrong direction. You are still 
laboring under the idea that this 
believing is a work to be done by 
you, and not the acknowledgement 
of a work done by another. You 
would fain do something in order 
to get peace, and you think that 
if you could do this great thing 
“believing,” if you could but per- 
form this great act called faith, 
God would at once reward you by 
giving you peace. Thus faith is 
reckoned by you to be the price, 
in the sinner’s hand, by which he 
buys peace, and not the mere 
holding out of the hand to get a 
peace which has already been 
bought by another. So long as you 
are attaching any meritorious 
importance to faith, however un- 
consciously, you are moving in 
a wrong direction—a _ direction 
from which no peace can come. 


Surely faith is not a work. On 
the contrary, it is a ceasing from 
work. It is not a climbing of the 
mountain, but a ceasing to at- 
tempt it, and allowing Christ to 
carry you up in His own arms. 

You seem to think that it is 
your act of faith that is to save 
you, and not the object of your 
faith, without which your act, 
however well perfornred, is noth- 
ing. Accordingly, you  bethink 
yourself, and say, “What a mighty 
work is this believing—what an 
effort does it require on my part— 
how am I to perform it?” Herein 
you sadly err, and your mistake 
lies chiefly here, in supposing that 
your peace is to come from the 
proper performance on your part 
of an act of faith; whereas, it is 
to come entirely from the proper 
perception of Him to whom the 
Father is pointing your eyes, and 
in regard to whom He is Saying, 
“Behold my servant whom I have 
chosen, look at Him, forget every- 
thing else—everything about your- 
self, your own faith, your own 
repentance, your own feelings— 
and look at Him! It is in Him, not 
out of your poor act of faith, that 
Salvation lies; and out of Him, 
not out of your own act of faith, 
is peace to come.” 

Thus mistaking the meaning of 
faith and the way which faith 
saves you, you get into confusion, 
and mistake everything else con- 
nected with your peace: you mis- 
take the real nature of that very 
inability to believe of which you 
complain so sadly. For that in- 
ability does not lie, as you fancy it 
does, in the impossibility of your 


performing aright the great act | 


of faith, but of ceasing from all 
such self-righteous attempts to 
pertorm any act, or do any work 


whatsoever in order to your being | 


saved. So that the real truth is 
that you have not yet seen such 
a sufficiency in the one great work 
tt the Son of God upon the cross, 
as to lead you utterly to discon- 
tinue your mistaken and aimless 
efforts to work out something of 
own. 

But perhaps you may object 
further, that you are not satisfied 
with your faith. No, truly, nor are 
you ever likely to be. If you wait 
for this before you take peace. 
you will wait till life is done. Not 
satisfaction with your own faith, 
but satisfaction with Jesus and 
His work, this is what God presses 
on you. You say, “I am satisfied 
with Christ.” Are you? What 
more, then, do you wish? Is not 
satisfaction with Christ enough 
for you, or for every sinner? Nay 
and is not this the. truest kind of 
faith? To be satisfied with Christ, 
that is faith in Christ. To be 
satisfied with His blood, that is 
faith,

can produce faith of a _ certain 
kind and quality, whose excel- 
lences will entitle you to blessing? 
Do not bewilder yourself. Do not 
suppose that your faith is a price, 
or a bribe, or a merit. Is not the 
very essence of real faith just 
your being satisfied with Christ? 
Are you really satisfied with Him 
and with what He has done? Then 
do not puzzle yourself about your 
faith, but go on your way rejoic- 
ing, having thus been brought to 
be satisfied with Him who to know 
is peace, and life, and salva- 
tion .... 

Faith, however perfect, has of 
itself nothing to give you either 
of pardon or of life. Its finger 
points you to Jesus. Its voice bids 
you ..look straight to Him. Its ob- 
ject is to turn away from itself 
and from yourself altogether, that 
you may behold Him, and in be- 
holding Him be satisfied with 
Him ind in being satisfied with 
Him have joy and peace. 


Abandon Yourself to Christ: 
He Has Finished the 
Atonement 

Likewise James Denny, in The 
Death of Christ, teaches the same 
lesson: 

“It is this great Gospel which 
is the gospel to win souls—this 
message of a sin-bearing, sin-expi- 
ating love which pleads for accept- 
ance, which takes the whole re- 
sponsibility of the sinner, uncon- 
ditionally, with no preliminaries, if 
only he abandon himself to it.” 

A young person who felt that 
his time in this world was short, 
wrote to an eminent’. English 
preacher to write and tell a sinner 
what he must do to prepare to 
die—what is the preparation re- 
quired by God—and when he is 
fit to die. The preacher wrote: 


I urge you to cast yourself at 
once, in the simplest faith, upon 
the Lord Jesus Christ and you 
shall be saved. All your true pre- 
paration for death is entirely out 
of yourself and in the Lord Jesus. 
Washed in His blood, and clothed 
upon with His righteousness, you 
may appear before God divinely, 
fully, freely and forever accepted. 
The salvation of the chief of sin- 
ners is all prepared, finished and 
complete in Christ (Eph. 1:6; Col. 
2:10). 

Again I repeat, your eye of faith 
must now be directed entirely out 
of and from yourself, to Jesus. 
Beware of looking for any prepa- 
ration to meet death in yourself. 
It is all in Christ. God does not 
accept you on the ground of a 
broken heart, or a clean heart, 
or a praying heart, or a believing 
heart. He accepts you wholly and 


entirely on the ground of the 
atonement of His blessed Son. 
Cast yourself in child-like faith 


upon that atonement—‘Christ dy- 
ing for the ungodly” (Rom. 5:6) 
—and you are saved! 
Justification is this: a poor law- 
condemned, self-condemned, self- 
destroyed sinner, wrapping him- 
self by faith in the righteousness 
of the Lord Jesus Chirst, which 
is unto all them that believe 
(Rom. 3:22). He, then, is justified 
and is prepared to die, and he only, 
who casts from him the garment 
of his own righteousness and runs 
unto this blessed city of Refuge 
the Lord Jesus—and hides himself 
exclaiming, “There is there- 


fore now no condemnation to them 


‘that are in Christ Jesus’ (Rom. 
8:1). God is prepared to accept 
you in His -blessed Son, and for 
His sake He will cast all your 
sins behind His back, and take 


you to glory when you dle. 

Never was Jesus known to re- 
ject a poor sinner who came to 
Him empty and with nothing to 
pay. God will glorify His free grace 
by your salvation, and will there- 


fore save you just as you are, 
without money and without price 
(isa: 35:2). 


I close with Paul’s reply to the 
anxious jailor, “Believe on the 
Lord Jesus Christ, and thou shalt 
be saved” (Acts 16:31). No matter 
what you have been, or what you 
are, plunged into the fountain 
opened for sin, and for unclean- 


ness (Zech. 13:1), and vou shall 
be clean, “washed whiter than 
snow” (Ps. 51:7). Heed no sug- 


gestion of Satan, or of unbelief; 
cast yourself at the feet of Jesus, 
and if you perish, perish there! 
Oh, no! Perish you never will,

the Scripture will prove insin- 
cerity. To add obligations or au- 
thority or rules or doctrines to 
those in the Bible, and to bow 
to authority beside the authority 
of the Bible and the authorities 
plainly given in the Bible means to 
bring the curse, the plagues writ- 
ten in the book of Revelation, to 
those who add thus to the canon 
of Scripture their opinions and or- 
ganizations and traditions and 
rules and doctrines. 


Some bring God’s curse on them 
by marking off part of the Bible, 
calling it erroneous, uninspired, 
less than the very Word of God, 
Others achieve the same affect 
by setting up another authority 
beside the Bible which steals from 
the Bible part of its own God- 
given authority. So Mormons have 
the Book of Mormons and add it 
to God's Word. So Christian Sci- 


entists have the writings of Mrs.. 


Mary Baker Eddy and add them 
to the authority of the Bible. So 
Seventh-Day Adventists have oft- 
en, in the past, added the writings 
of Mrs. White ‘and called them 
authoritative and inspired like 
the Bible. And so the Roman 
Catholic organization puts up the 
authority of a church, the tradi- 
tions of church, the rulings of 
popes and councils, and thus would 
drain away the real authority 
that God has put in the Word of 
God. And so Roman Catholicism 
takes it place as a false cult and 
must be so recognized by those 
who accept the authority of the 
Bible itself, the authority which 
it claims beyond any possible 
doubt, the authority which Christ 
Himself recognized in the Bible. 


Jesus quoted to the Pharisee 
the words of Isaiah about people 
who honor God with their lips but 
whose heart is far from Him. In 
Mark 7:6-9 we read: 


“He answered and said unto 
them, Well hath Esaias prophesied 
of you hypocrites, as it is written, 
This people honoureth me with 
their lips, but their heart is far 
from me. Howbeit in vain do they 
worship me, teaching for doctrines 
the commandments of men. For 
laying aside the commandment of 
God, ye hold the tradition of men, 
as the washing of pots and cups: 
and many other such like things 
ye do. And he said unto them, Full 
well ye reject the commandment 
of God, that ye may keep your 
own tradition.” 


Pharisees were hypocrites be- 
cause they gave only nominal and 
verbal assent to the Scriptures and 
really they worshipped God in 
vain, “teaching for doctrines the 
commandments of men.” And Je- 
sus accused them, “Full well ye 
reject the commandment of God, 
that ye may keep your own tradi- 
tion.”” Honest people could not 
say that the Pharisees did not add 
to the commands of God with their 
tradition and commandments of 
men. And every student in the 
matter must know, and you are 
intelligent enough to know, that 
the Roman Church has added to 
the commandments of God even 
more than did the Pharisees in 
Bible times. They make traditions 
of men take the place of the com- 
mandments of God. You pretend 
to be for the Bible, to accept its 
authority. You even claim that 
you accept the authority of the 
church on the authority of the 
Bible. Then you must accept what 
Jesus said on the matter or ac- 
cept His brand as a hypocrite on 
certain matters. 


1. The Bible plainly forbids mak- 
ing any image for worship and 
bowing down to any image. 

In Exodus 20:4 and 5 the Scrip- 
ture says: 


“Thou shalt not make unto thee 
any graven image, or amy like- 
ness of any thing that is in heaven 
above, or that is in the earth be- 
neath, or that is in the water un- 
der the earth. Thou shalt not bow 
down thyself to them, nor serve 
them: for I the Lord thy God am 
a jealous God, visiting the iniquity 
of the fathers upon the children 
unto the third and fourth genera- 
tion of them that hate me.” 


And any honest reader knows 
that that Scripture forbids using 
an image in worship, bowing down 
to it, praying before it, and serv- 
ing it. And yet the Catholic 


Church not only has images, but 
encourages people to pray to im- 
ages, to the crucifix, to images 
of Mary, to images of saints. Here 
Roman tradition violates the Bi- 
ble, and the commandments of 
men take the place of the com- 
mandments of God. That is sin. 


2. The Scriptures command that 
“a bishop then must be blameless, 
the husband of one wife... ” 
(I Tim, 3:2). 


The Roman Church says that a 
bishop must have no wife at all. 
It even makes foolish pretensions 
that Peter put away his wife, 
though there is not a scratch of 
history in the Bible or out to in- 
dicate anything of the kind. It 
is a clear case of putting human 
tradition ahead of the Bible, 


3. Jesus Christ plainly taught 
that Mary was on the same plane 
with all other Christians who 
would do the wiil of God. 


In Mark 3:31-35 we read: 


“There came then his brethren 
and his mother, and, standing 
without, sent unto him, calling 
him. And the multitude sat about 
him, and they said unto him, Be- 
hold, thy mother and thy brethren 
without seek for thee. And he an- 
swered them, saying, Who is my 
mother, or my brethren? And he 
looked round about on them which 
sat about him, and said, Behold 
my mother and my brethren! For 
whosoever shall do the will of 
God, the same is my brother, and 
my sister, and mother.” 


Do not avoid the truth here 
on the authority of Jesus Christ, 
“Whosoever shall do the will of 
God, the same is my brother, and 
my sister, and mother.’ And when 
one heard Jesus and cried out, 
“Blessed is the womb that bare 
thee, and the paps which thou hast 
sucked,” Jesus answered, “Yea 
rather, blessed are they that hear 
the word of God, and keep it” 
(Luke 11:27, 28). There is no hint 
in the Bible that New Testament 
Christians ever regarded Mary as 
more than another good woman. 
She had no authority among the 
apostles. No one was taught to 
pray to her, to do her homage. 
to adore her, or to partake of 
the unscriptural worship which 
Catholics do, but call it by other 
names. Thus the Roman Church 
has brought a plague upon itself 
by adding the commandments of 
men and traditions of men to the 
commands of God. 


4. The Roman Catholic mass dis- 
regards the Word of God to add 
sacrifices for sin contrary to the 
explicit Word of God. 


In Hebrews 10:8-14 is a very 
clear pronouncement from God 
that when Christ died on the cross, 
that did away with all other 
sacrifices. It reads: 


“Above when he said, Sacrifice 
and offering and burnt-offerings 
and offering for sin thou wouldest 
not, neither hadst pleasure there- 


in; which are offered by the law; 
Then said he, Lo, I come to do 
thy will, O God. He taketh away 


the first, that he may establish 
the second. By the which will we 
are sanctified through the offer- 
ing of the body of Jesus Christ 
once for all. And every priest 
standeth daily ministering and of- 
fering oftentimes the same sacri- 
fices, which can mever take away 
sins: But this man, after he had 
offered one sacrifice fay’ sins for 
ever, sat down on the right hand 
of God; From henceforth expect- 
ing till his enemies be made his 
footstool. For by one offering he 
hath perfected for ever them that 
are sanctified.” 


This Scripture explicitly says 
certain things. It says (a) “Sacri- 
fice and offering and burnt-offer- 
ings and offering for sin thou 
wouldest not, neither hadst 
pleasure therein; which are offered 
by the law.” (b) He expressly says 
that He did away with the old 
sacrifices to establish a second. 
(c) And then He expressly says 
that the offering of Jesus Christ 
“once for all” settles the whole 
matter of sin. Again, He Says, 
“But this man, after he had of- 
fered one sacrifice for sins for 
ever, sat down on the right hand 
of God.”’ When Jesus had paid for 
all sins and offered the last sacri- 
fice which settled things forever, 
then He sat down because His 
sacrificial work was done. (d) 
There is no need for further sacri- 
fice, “for by one offering he hath 


perfected for ever them that are 
sanctified,” that is, them that are 
set apart for God by the blood 
of Christ. 


Then in the following verses the 
Lord reminds us of the promise 
in the Old Testament that He 
would make a new covenant with 
men, that He would put the law 
in their hearts and minds, and He 
says: “And their sins and iniqui- 
ties will I remember no more. Now 
where remission of these is, there is 
no more offering for sin” (Heb. 
10:17, 18). 

Now notice the one grand sum- 
ming-up statement: “Now where 
remission of these is, there is no 
more offering for sin.” When one 
has trusted Christ and had his sins 
forgiven, then “there is no more 
offering for sin,” no more animal 
sacrifices, no more of any other 
kind of sacrifices. 

So to make the mass a sacri- 
fice, to claim that in the mass 
Jesus is sacrificed again and again, 
that the bread becomes His body, 
that the wine becomes His blood, 
and that there is saving virtue 
in this sacrifice—that is a blas- 
phemous rejection of the Bible 
in favor of traditions of men. That 
is a false religion, not the Chris- 
tian reiigion. Thus Roman Catho- 
lic friends, however good their 
intentions, have made in vain the 
commandments of God by their 
traditions. 

There is not a single hint any- 
where in the entire New Testa- 
ment that New Testament Chris- 
tians had any kind of sacrifices. 
The Lord’s Supper was a memorial 
supper, a simple object lesson, a 
spiritual reminder that Christ had 
died for us and we are saved by 
His blood, and a simple and sweet 
reminder to all Christians that 
we belong to God and ought to 
love Him and serve Him and enter

Since the Bible clearly teaches | 


that now there is to be no more 
sacrifice for sins, and since the 
Old Testament priesthood has 
been succeeded by one priest, Je- 
sus Christ, who has offered one 
sacrifice forever, then there is no 
teaching of a priesthood to offer 
sacrifices in the New Testament. 
There are elders, preachers. Some 
of these elders had official posi- 
tions as pastors or supervisors 
of local congregations. It is true 
that in the spiritual sense, all 
Christians are to be “kings and 
priests unto God” (I Pet. 2:9; 
Rev. 5: 10). But there was no 
official priestly work done by any- 
one as an officer of a church, as 
an elder or bishop in Bible times. 
It was not even specified that an 
elder or bishop should even be 
present when people took the 
Lord’s Supper. It had no official 
significance. It was a simple little 
object lesson, a ceremony of re- 
membrance. And there is not a 
single hint anywhere that the 
Lord’s Supper had any saving 
power, It was not a sacrifice. It 
was never called that in the Bible. 
That is a false doctrine, manu- 
factured by the Church of Rome, 
which contradicts the Bible, adds 
to the Bible, and so brings the

plagues of the Bible upon the 
Roman Church. 


I have not room here to discuss 
all the innovations, all the strange 
and unscriptural doctrines and 
practices which have been invent- 
ed by Roman Catholic hierarchy. 
In the Bible there was no pope 
and no papal authority, no papal 
infallibility. There were no pray- 
ers to Mary, no doctrine of Mary’s 
Immaculate Conception nor of her 
body’s ascension to Heaven. There 
were no penances, no indulgences, 
no confessions to priests, no orders 
of monks or nuns. All of this is 
manufactured, not only without 
the Bible but contrary to the 
plain teachings of the Word of 
God. 


II, The Roman Catholic Idea 
of a Church is Wholly Un- 
known in the Bible and 
Contrary to the Bible 
You tell me, dear friend, that 
the Catholic Church is “the true 
church.” But you found no such 
term in the Bible and no such idea 
in the Bible. The Bible says noth- 
ing about any nationwide or 
world-wide organization. The idea 
of a church as a denomination is 
utterly foreign to the Bible. No 
such organization can be “the true 
church” because nothing like that 
is pictured or promised in the 
Bible. They had nothing like that 

in Bible times. 


Greek word is translated every- 
where in the New Testament as 
“church,” except in three cases 
in Acts 19 where in verses 32. 39. 
and 41 it is translated “assembly,”’ 
referring to the mob called out 
at Ephesus. More than ninety 
times the word ehurch or church- 
es is used about local congrega- 
tions. A few times, eight or ten 
times, it is used in the larger 
sense of the whole body of Christ. 
In every such case it refers to 
that “general assembly and 
church of the firstborn, which are 
written in heaven” (Heb. 12:22, 
23), those who will be called out 
at the rapture when Jesus comes, 
and then it will be literally a 
called-out assembly. It is in that 
sense that “Christ also loved the 
church, and gave himself for it” 
in Ephesians 5:25. It refers to 
every person born again and saved 
by the blood of Christ. The Lord 
Jesus never hinted that he was 
giving Himself for any organiza- 
ton, any so-called “true church” 
or denomination. For the Church 
of Rome to claim that it is this 
one body for whom Christ died 
is blasphemous, a perversion of 
the Scripture with an idea wholly 
unknown in the Bible. 


8. The foolish idea that the 
church is founded on Peter is 


contrary to Scripture and histari- 
cally false. 


The Scripture says as plainly 
as it can be said that Jesus Christ 
is the foundation on which Chris- 
tians are built, and that there is 
no other foundation. In I Corin- 
thians 3:10, 11, Paul was inspired 
to write: 


1. Churches in the New Testa- 
ment were local congregations of 
believers. 


The Bible speaks often in such 
language as “the church of God 
which is at Corinth” (I Cor. 1:2). 
“The church which was at Jeru- 
salem” (Acts 8:1). But do not 
think that this was simply a seg- 
ment of the general church. No, 


“According to the grace of God 
which is given unto me, as a wise 
masterbuilder, I have laid the 
foundation, and another buildeth 
thereon, But let every man take 
heed how he buildeth thereupon. 
For other foundation can no man 


lay than that is laid, which is 
Jesus Christ.” 
Paul as a wise masterbuilder 


laid the foundation. That is, he got 
people saved. He got them to 
trust in Christ. They are built on 
Christ. And then he plainly said, 
“For other foundation can no man 
lay than that is laid, which is 
Jesus Christ.” And it is wise to 
go back and see the context in 
the same chapter. There was a 
Givision in Corinth over this very 
matter. He says in verse 4, “For 
while one saith, I am of Paul; and 
another, I am of Apollos; are ye 
not carnal?” And then he closes 
the chapter by saying: “Therefore 
let no man glory in men. For all 
things are your’s; Whether Paul, 
or Apollos, or Cephas, or the 
world, or life, or death, or things 
present, or things to come; all are 
your's; And ye are Christ’s; and 
Christ is God’s” (vss. 21-23).

And thus all the officers of New 
Testament times, the elders or 
pastors or bishops and_e the 
deacons, were officers of local con- 
gregations. There were no bishops 
over a certain territory or prov- 
ince, nor over a number. of 
churches. That whole idea invent- 
ed by Roman Catholicism is pat- 
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theologians. But when the church 
decided to pronounce the pope in- 
fallible, then the church decided 
to insist upon this dogma, that the 
church is founded on Peter, that 
that authority is now in the pope. 
But at that Council in 1870, you 
ought to know if you are an in- 
formed Catholic, that Bishop 
Strossmeyer then publicly said in 
a brilliant speech before the Car- 
dinals what I am saying to you 
now, that the Bible clearly teaches 
that Christ Himself is the founda- 
tion of the church, not Peter. You 
are not allowed of course to read 
the Bible and to study and find 
what it means if that differs from 
the Catholic dogma. Once it was 
proper for the Bible to mean this. 
Now the Catholic hierarchy has 
determined it is to mean some- 
thing else and so you of course 
as a good Catholic will go by 
tradition and dogma instead of 
by the Bible. 

Peter himself was inspired to 
teach that Christ was the rock 
on which the church and Cnhris- 
tians are built. In I Peter 2:3-5, 
we read: 


“< _., The Lord is gracious, To 
whom coming, as unto a huvmg 
stone, disallowed indeed of men, 
but chosen of God, and precwus, 
Ye also, as lively stones, are bwuit 
vp a spiritual house... .” 


Converts come to Christ and 
thus as living stones are built on 
the Living Stone into.a spiritual 
fiouse, The same Scripture goes 
on to say that Jesus is not only 
the foundation stone, but the Head 
of the Corner, the Rock of Offense, 

-the Stone of Stumbling. Through- 
lout the Bible, again and again, 
Christ is called the Stone, the 
Rock. He is illustrated by the 
wock in the wilderness’ which 
Moses struck and from which 
came water for the thirsty multi- 
‘tude. In Daniel, chapter 2, He is 
pictured as the stone that wiil 
come at His Second Coming and 
smite the kings of the earth and 
destroy them. 

No, the church is not founded 
on Peter. Incidently, there is no 
evidence whatever that Peter was 
ever in Rome. Paul wrote the 
book of Romans by divine inspira- 
tion and gave greeting to many, 
and Peter is not even mentioned. 
Twenty-nine people are called by 
mame to whom Paul sends greet- 
jugs, one whole church and a num- 
ber of households.

history in the world that even 
mentions Peter’s being at Rome. 
The Bible does not mention it. In 
fact, when his epistles were writ- 
ten, Peter was in the other direc- 
tion, at Babylon, and sends greet- 
ings from Babylon (I Peter 5:13). 
The idea of Peter’s being at Rome 
is one of the fictions like all 
the “nails ffom the true cross,” 
like literally thousands of fake 
“relics” honored by the fictions,

Ill. There Was No Pope, 
Neither Peter Nor Anybody 
Else, Among New Testa- 
ment Christians 

You refer to Matthew 16:19 
when Christ said to Peter, “And 
I will give unto thee the keys 
of the kingdom of heaven: and 
whatsoever thou shalt bind on 
earth shall be bound in heaven: 
and whatsoever thou shalt loose 
on earth shall be loosed in heaven. 


1. The “Keys” Jesus gave Peter 
did not mean he had power to 
forgive sins. 


That does not mean what you 
think it means. A great theologian 
says on this verse: 


“Not the keys of the church, 
but of the kingdom of heaven wm 
the sense of Mt. 13., i.e. the sphere 
of Christian profession. A key is 
a badge of power or authority 
(cf. Isa. 22. 22: Rev. 3. 7). The 
apostolic history explains and 
limits this trust, for it was Peter 
who opened the door of Christian 
opportunity to Israel on the day 
of Pentecost (Acts 2. 38-42), and 
to Gentiles in the house of Cor- 
nelius (Acts 10. 34-46). There was 
no assumption by Peter of any 
other authority (Acts 15. 7-11). 
In the council James, not Peter, 
seems to have presided (Acts 15. 
19; cf. Gal. 2 11-15). Peter 
claimed no more for himself than 
to be an apostle by gift (I Pet. 
1.1), and an elder by office (I Pet. 
9.1). 

“The power of binding and loos- 


ing was shared (Mt. 18. 18: John 
20. 23) by the other disciples. 
That it did not involve the de- 


fermination of the eternal destiny 
of souls is clear from Rev. 1. 18. 
The keys of death and the place 
of departed spirits are held by 
Christ alone” (notes in the Sco- 
field Reference Bible). 


Now Matthew 
19: 


“Verily I say unto you, What- 
soever ye shall bind on earth shall 
be bound in heaven: and whatso- 
ever ye shall loose on earth shall 
be loosed in heaven. Again I say 
unto you, That if two of you shall 
agree on earth as touching any 
thing that they shall ask, it shall 
be done for them of my Father 
which is in heaven.” 


So not only to Peter, but to 
the other apostles and even to 
all Christians is the same promise 
given. Whatsoever they shall bind 
on earth shall be bound in Heaven: 
whatsoever they shall loose on 
earth shall be loosed in Heaven. 
And He says plainly, “That if two 
of you shall agree on earth as 
touching anything that they shall 
ask, it shall be done for them of 
my Father which is in heaven.” It 
is clear that Jesus is here talking 
about the power of prayer. The 
Christian who moves God can 
move everything that God moves. 
And if the Spirit of God leads 
Christians to unite in - believing 
prayer, then they can have what- 
ever they ask. This is exactly 
what was promised Peter; he could 
bind on earth things that would 
be bound in Heaven and loose on 
earth things that would be loosed 
in Heaven the same way that

other Christians have exactly the 


Same promise. Peter was simply 
a New Testament Christian. He 
had all the promises that God gave 
to the other apostles and all the 
promises God gave to other Chris- 
tians. Even you surely would not 
say that the instruction in Mat- 
thew, chapter 18, was for the 
apostles only. And certainly you 
would not say it was for Peter 
only. So the promise about bind- 
ing and loosing was to all the 
apostles, and more than that, it 
was for all Christians who, led 
by the Spirit of God, could agree 
to ask of God, 
Now see John 20:21-23: 


“Then said Jesus to them 
again, Peace be unto you: as my 
Father hath sent me, even so send 
I you. And when he had said this, 


he breathed om them, and saith 
unto them, Receive ye the Holy 
Ghost: Whose soever sins ye re- 
mit, they are remitted unto them; 
and whose soever sins ye retain, 
they are retained.” 


Jesus is risen from the dead. 
He gives His disciples again the 
Great Commission and says, “As 
my Father hath sent me, even so 
send I you.” And then He breathed 
on them and said, “Receive ye 
the Holy Ghost.” And in connec- 
tion with the Spirit of God on 
these Christians, He says, “Whose 
soever sins ye remit, they are 
remitted unto them; and whose 
soever sins ye retain, they re- 
tained.” 


2. All apostles were equal with 
Peter. 

Again, it is important to notice 
that this promise was not given to 
Peter alone, but to all the disci- 
ples present. Certainly the other 
apostles were there besides Thom- 
as, and almost equally certain oth- 
ers were there besides the apostles. 
In the same chapter Mary Mag- 
dalene, Mary the mother of Je- 
sus, and others are mentioned 
in connection with that group who 
saw Jesus after His resurrection, 
and the women talked with the 
men about it. In Acts 1:13 and 14 
we are told that the apostles “with 
the women, and Mary the mother 
of Jesus, and with his brethren,”’ 
that is, the brothers of Jesus, who 
would ‘nclude Jude, Simon, James, 
etc., were together. 

So to this group of Christians 
in John 20 Jesus gave the promise: 
first, they were to have the Holy 
Spirit abiding’ in them. Then 
they were to go to fulfill the 
Great Commission. 

Now note that Great Commis- 
ston as it is stated again, in Mat- 
thew 28:19 and 20. That Great 
Commission was given to the 
apostles and other Christians 
there. But they were taught that 
when they got other disciples, 
they were to have them -baptized 
and then to teach them, the new 
converts, “to observe all things 
whatsoever I have commanded 
you.” Whatever command Jesus 
gave in the Great Commission is 
for every Christian, not only for 
the apostles and certainly not only 
for Peter. And that command is 
to be fulfilled in the power of the 
Holy Spirit, not in human wisdom. 

Now notice verse 23, “Whose 
soever sins ye remit, they are re- 
mitted unto them; and whose so- 
ever sins ye retain, they are re- 
tained.” Actually this verse is 
written in the Greek so it could 
be either present or pluperfect in 
time, that is, “Whose soever sins 
ye remit, they shall have been 
remitted unto them; and whose 
soever sins ye retain, they shall 
have been retained.” So Dr. J. R. 
Mantey, professor of Greek, told 
me. In other words, led by the 
Holy Spirit a Christian who knows 
that one has trusted Christ for 
salvation can say, “Your sins have 
been remitted,” knowing that they 
have already been remitted as 
soon as he trusted Christ. And 
to one who does “not trust Christ, 


a Christian shall say, “Your sins 
are not remitted, they are re- 
tained, they are on you now,” 


knowing that they have not been 
remitted, because the one did not 
trust Christ. 

In the first place, it is certain 
that whatever the Lord said to 
Peter about any authority here. 
He said to the other apostles also. 
There was no primacy given Peter 
in this matter. And it is also 
equally clear that whatever au- 
thority any people had here, it was 
by the Spirit of God and in ac- 
cordance with the Word of God, 
not that they could forgive sins, 
but they could know that the 
sins were forgiven one who trusted 
Christ or they could know that 
one’s sins were not forgiven if 
he did not trust Christ. 

To make it so any man could 
forgive sins on his own initiative 
would be utterly foreign to the 
clear teaching of the Bible else- 
where. That is human tradition 
which contradicts the plain Word 
of God and brings upon all who 
thus add to the Word the plagues 
and curses that Jesus warned of 
in Revelation 22:18 and 19. 

Obviously, even the most casual 
reader of the Bible knows that 
New Testament Christians did not 
regard Peter as having any special 
authority. Paul found him wrong 
in the matter of a certain com- 
promise, and so in Galatians, chap- 
ter 2, we find that Paul rebuked 
Peter openly to his face. Peter 
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had no authority which Paul re- 
spected more than the authority 
of anyone else. 


In the general council which met 
at Jerusalem in Acts, chapter 15, 
it seems that James presided and 
had the final word. Peter gave his 
word, as was proper, but. he did 
not speak with any authority 
recognized by anybody present ex- 
cept the authority of good advice 
and the Holy Spirit’s leading, such 
as James had also and as others 
had also on the same occasion. 


No, there was no such thing as 
the Roman Catholic Church in 
Bible times. There was no popery. 
There was no mass and no sacri- 
fices, There was no confessional, no 
pretense on the part of anyone 
that he could forgive sins. There 
was no priesthood except. the 
priesthood of all believers in that 
we can pray for others. But there 
was no official priesthood in the 
churches. Roman Catholicism has 
changed elders and preachers into 
priests, has changed the pulpit 
into an altar, has changed Mary 
into “Mother of God, Queen of 
Heaven,” etc., in idolatry. 


8. The apostles had no succes- 
sors; they handed down no 
authority. 


Twelve original disciples of Je- 
sus were called in the Bible “apos- 
tles.” They were men _ specially 
sent and authorized to teach and 
preach until the Scriptures should 
be fulfilled. When Judas, by his 
sin, fell from the apostleship and 
killed himself, the disciples elected 
Matthias to be a witness with 
them of the resurrection of Christ, 
and the requirement was that he 
must be one who had been with 
them all the way from the bap- 
tism of Jesus by John the Baptist 
until His resurrection and could 
give witness of these things (Act 
1:22). Later Paul, Barnabas, and 
James, the brother of Jesus, are 
called apostles. 


But in I Corinthians 12:28 we 
are told: “And God hath set some 
in the church, first apostles, sec- 
ondarily prophets, thirdly teachers, 
after that miracles, then gifts of 
healings, helps, governments, 
versities of tongues.” The apos- 
tles were set first in the church. 
They had no successors. Peter did 
not give his apostolic authority to 
Mark who worked with him. Paul 
did not give his apostolic authority 
to Timothy, his beloved son in 
the ministry. John did not give 
his apostolic authority to anybody 
else. There is a wicked, foolish, 
unscriptural idea abroad that the 
“true church” is a matter of 
“apostolic succession.” That idea 
was invented by the modern Rom- 
an Catholic Church. It was un- 
known in. Bible times. And now 
when the Anglicans claim “apos- 
tolic succession in the priesthood,”’ 
we know that they got it from 
Rome. They did not get it from 
the Bible. When our “Church of 
Christ” friends claim that they 
have the only true church, we 
know that that idea of a church 
was derived from Roman Catholic 
tradition. It is true that Christ 
said, “Upon this rock fand He 
meant Jesus; I will ‘build my 
church; and the gates of hell shall 
not prevail against it’ (Matt. 
16:18). But He did not mean any 
organization on earth. The church- 
es and congregations of Bible 
times have all disappeared. That 
“general assembly and church of 
the firstborn, which are written 
in heaven,”’ the body of Christ, 
has not disappeared and will not 
disappear “and the gates of Hell 
Shall not prevail against it. But 
to claim that of any organization 
of men with human officers, is an 
idea foreign to the Bible and un- 
substantiated by history. 


The present so-called Roman 
Catholic Church is not the church 
at Rome to which Paul wrote his 
letter. It has none of the works. 
It dees not believe the same doc- 
trines. It does not have the simple 
local organization, local pastors 
(or bishops) and deacons. It does 
not preach the same plan of salva- 
tion. It does not have the same 
spiritual power, 

Summing up, Peter had no au- 
thority that other apostles did not 
have, and that authority was never 
transmitted to anybody. Peter was 
not a pope, and even if he had 
been, he could not have handed 
that authority down to anybody 
else. All that is a web of human 
tradition and as of later origin 
manufactured by men and not 
after the Bible pattern. There is 
not a trace of the papacy in the
